ment of @ fascinating phase of 
Chinese history. But in this 
Philosophie conception of the 
rise and fall of states, the con- 
‘stancy of political motion, as all 
else moves in this rotating uni- 
Yerse of ours, the Sun Kuo gives 
the Key to Chinese history, and 
Perhaps to all. human history. 
For is it not a fact that Mussolini 
stands to-day where Julius Cae- 
sar was stabbed and Rome con- 
tinues even after the so-called 
barbarians destroyed an empir 
Js it not true that there is a Gre- 
ece even if it is. no longer a Hel- 
Jenic but a Slavic Greece? Is 
not true that a kaiserless Ger 
many is amazingly potent after @ 
terrific defeat in spite of all pro- 
gnostications that without the 
Kaiser Germany would disap. 
Pear? The fact is that unless a 
physical catastrophe intervenes, 
people go on in one political fora 
or another, they swirl from 
democracy to despotism, they 
invent curious shibboleths and 
religions, but they continue 
The powerful Mongol empire 
‘was destroyed by deserts and 
sands; yet throughout Central 
Asia, Mongols, Tartars, Turkish 
Peoples continue to persist, per- 
haps no longer as Mongols (in 
their racial imaginations) but as 























‘@ so-called White race—Cau- 
casians. 
In the break-up of China 


‘after the fall of the'Ta Chin Em- 
pire in 1911, these laws of the 
constancy of political motion im- 
mediately asserted themselves. 
China did not exactly go to the 

logs as some anticipated be- 
‘ause peoples do somehow mud- 
die through, but the shocks were 
severe, the strain of finding and 
adapting a new system to an an- 
ciently ingrained psychology 
and political tradition was 
even more severe, Everything 
‘was tried. ‘The returned stud- 
ents from the United States and 
France wrote a constitution; 
wrote, in fact, two constitutions, 
but neither of them could be 
worked because they were 
Franco-American and not Chin- 
ese, because they fitted the ex- 
perience of certain peoples, but. 
not the Chinese people, because 
they could not be absorbed into 
Chinese tradition. ‘Then the 
Russians came alonf and tried 
to impose a Soviet system of 
Government and political ideo 
logy. This proved so attractive 
that for a time, it was assumed 
‘that China would become soviet- 
ized, but the pull towards spe- 
cifieally Chinese ideas, methods, 
habits, practices was so strong 
that before many years had 
passed, Communism and Soviet- 
ism were first diluted and then 
altogetier discarded. . We are 
dack again to a purely Chinese 
situation, 

Now, in the present war, this 
Chinese situation is making 
actually for a truce, a prolong- 
ed truce, the effects of which 
cannot be immediately foretold, 
‘but must, in my opinion, be 
beneficial to China, For, ‘it is 
impossible for Nanking to reach 
its.chicf opponents without pass- 
ing through myriads of .so-call- 
‘ed grey, neutral and unimportant 
‘troops, the defeat of which will 
solve no problem but prove ex- 
pensive to the victor. It 
equally impossible for the Ku 
minchun and Shansi troops to 
yeach the Nanking armies with- 
out wallowing through this Grey 
Zoie, Therefore the two armies 
will not come to blows im- 
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zation of her army, to internal 
reconstruction (if that is what 
is really desired), to the re- 
organization of the government 
and party work. For, while 
either side is whittling away the 
Grey Zone, by small fights or 
bargains, by compromises with 


such men as Han Fu-chu and 
Shih Yao-shan, there will be 
ample time for better and more 
useful things, 


It is perhaps a very cruel 
thing to suggest that there is no 
other evolutionary process in 
China for the creation and deve- 
lopment of a modern state than 
the costly and brutal processes 
of civil war. Tt is surely the last 
resort of statesmen anywhere. 
Yet, who can supply any other 
method to-day? 
time, just after the capture of 
Peking, when a People’s Conven- 
tion might have been possible, 
but the great men embarked on 
personal quarrels and the 
People’s Convention could not be 
held. ‘There was a possibility at 
the time of the Third Party Con- 
gress that peace might have 
been restored within the Kuo- 
mintang, but that did not happen. 
Now, things have to be taken as 
they are found and they are 
found in a condition of warfare. 
‘To all a People’s Convention now 
would solve nothing because 
none of the military leaders 
would be prepared to sacrifice 
their power and territory and 
armies ut this time on the as- 
sumption that such a sacrifice 
would only strengthen an oppon- 
ent, who would mould the situa 
tion to his own advantage. And 
80 the merry war must go on, not 
endlessly, but long enough’ to 
pull out of the cauldron a new 
People......And Han was the 
victor, Who will be Han and 
what will be his capital? 

Two conflicting processes oc- 
cur simultaneously in Chino, 
namely, the disintegration of 
political institutions and the 























of social and cultural 
institutions, Politically, China 
may be divided into five or 
six groupings of territorial 
units; culturally, socially, the 
Chinese people resist disunioa 
in any form. It is not so 


much a matter of race conscious- 
ness, as it is with the Jews, nor 
jnational pride as with the Japa 
ese, but rather a manifestation 
of the pervading influence of 
language, thought, social tradi- 
tions. A Chinese is a Chinese 
anywhere in the world, which 
is not true of most other peoples 
who can be assimilated by throw- 
ing their children into the 
schools of the new country. 
‘Take for instance, San Francis- 
co-born Chinese boys and gi 
who speak a Cantonese pat 
and who can hardly regard 
themselves as culturally Chin- 
ese; yet, bring them back to 
China and the gravitational 
force of Chinese ways and ideas 
soon reconstructs an apparently 
indigenous type. ‘They imagine 
themselves patriotic because in 
the United States, where they 
were born, love’ of country 

called patriotism, but actually, 
it is not the country China that 
they love; it is the something 
Chinese, something instinctively 
Chinese that they find  them- 
selves becoming a part of. This 
may be very poor science, but it 
is a fact which becomes increas- 
ingly obvious in this great Euro- 
Asiatic city of Shanghai as more 
Chinese who were born in for- 
eign countries return to C 

‘What then is this emphatic 
urge? At the Hangehow Athletic 
Meeting Chinese boys and girls 
attended from all parts of the 
country, from Canton to Harbia. 
It never occurred to any of them 
that their rulers were snarling 
at each other or that they might 
find some difficulties in returning 
home because of the movements 
of troops. They were not like,

concern over the movement of 
troops, the bombarding of arm- 
ics und the telegrams of polit- 
ical leaders, In this sense, 
China is unified. The people of 
China is one people, although 
there may at times be dozens of 
‘governments in the territory that 
on the map is called China, It 
cannot quite be language, for 
the English language is spoken 
by many nations and even many 
races, yet it produces neither a 
cultural nor a political unity. It 

not religion, for. there are 
many religions in China and 
most of the people are really 
without religion. It cannot be 
what scientists dislike to call 
race, for if ever there were a 
racial melting pot, it is China. 
What is this mysterious binding 
force? What is this tie which 
nothing can tear asunder? It 
is that indefinable thing called 
culture, upbringing, the stuff 
that human beings imbibe 
the milk of their mothers—senti- 
mental stuff, it is true, but 
nevertheless it remains through 
life, 

“We Chinese are different,” is 
80 often heard that it makes one 
wonder in what respect are they 
different, A Chinese can handle 
a tool; he ean walk on two fee 
he can smile and weep; he mar- 
ries and his wife bears children, 
In what is he different? The 
only reply can be that the West 
wandered culturally after the 
ways of the Greeks and the 
Hebrews and the East wandered 
culturally after the ways of the 
Chinese philosophers and necro-| 
mancers. And now that East and 
West are meeting and merging 
and affecting each other, a new 
culture will ultimately ‘appe 
one in which East and West will 
make themselves felt; yet, for 
the present there is this some- 
thing Chinese which keeps this 
nation unified in all respects 
while divided politically in all 
respects. : 

In the March issueof the “Far 
Eastern Review” the story is 
told of a Japanese technical mis- 
sion being sent to Russia to teach 
Russian engineers how to repair 
railway rolling stock. The Japan- 
ese have apparently been able 
to learn how to overhaul and re- 
pair locomotives and other roll- 
ing stock in six days whereas it 
takes 12 days in the United 
States and between two and 
three weeks in European coun- 
tries. The theory upon which 
most modern thinkers base their 
assumptions with regard to dif- 
ferences between Eastern and 
Western peoples has been that 
the Industrial Revolution had 
made the West different and that 
as soon as the East amassed the 
wealth of knowledge and experi- 
ence arising from the Industrial 
Revolution, they would become 
exact counterparts of westerners. 
It is obvious to any observer that 
‘Japan has achieved the fruits of 
the Industrial Revolution; she 
has even improved on the West 
in some respects. Last year, 
Japan only imported one per 
cent. of her railway supplies 
which amounted to more than 
one hundred and sixty million 
yen, The Asama Maru, the 
Chichibu Maru, the other Japaa- 
ese ships, fabricated in Japan, 
all indicate that Japan is mas- 
tering the technique, the pra 
cal effects of the’ Industrial 
Revolution. Yet, Japan remains 
an Eastern country and the 
Japanese still are more  in-flu-- 
enced by Chinese philosophy, by 
Chinese culture than by anything 
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fest that the economic habits of 
a people are only skin-deep; that 
their cultural traditions, the 
things they pick up naturally, 
unaffectedly, as children in their 
homes cannot be discarded ex- 
cept by the slowest processes of 
training and the nurturing new 








over a period of several genera- 
tions. 








THE NEW LACK OF 
RETICENCE 

Apr. 1. 
twelve years after the 
end of the great war there should 
still be a spate of war books 
pouring out from the press is 
nothing to be wondered at, An 
occasional book is still written 
about the Trojan war though it 
was fought thousands of years 
ago and the scars: of our war 
smart yet and will continue to do 
so for a generation to come. That 
the books should disagree is also 
natural enough. The war was 
fought on many fronts and of 
no two men, even on the same 
front, were the experiences ex- 
actly alike. Some of the books 
are true to fact, as the writer 
saw it, some contain more fiction 
than’fact and are deliberately 
written for a purpose other than 
to tell the unvarnished truth. 
Not all of these need be stigmat- 
ized as bad books for the 
author's purpose may be peace 
Propaganda or other laudable 
object and he, legitimately, uses 
fable in the verisimilitude of 
fact to lend force to his argu- 
ments, 


Formerly books glorified war, 
The pageantry and almost un- 
believable heroism of it were 
painted in bright colours. The 
former Crown Princo of Germany. 
once addressed his regiment, 
after a review, and commented 
on the exhilaration of the exer- 
cise but said he longed for the 
day when it would be the real 
thing and he would lead his 
Brandenburghers in a charge of 
real warfare. That was the kind 
of boyish bravado that writers of 
war books indulged in half a 
century ago. Now, that we have 
looked on war with the tinsel 
rubbed off, our writers revel in 
describing the deadly monotony, 
the blundering wickedness and 
the obscenity of it as well as the 
machine-made cruelty and the 
ghastly horror of it. We all 
know that war is a foul and 
filthy business. That there is 
little room in it for the decencies 
and the reticences of life; that 
there was no privacy in the tren- 
ches and few plaster saints that 
were not shattered in the bar- 
rack room. These things we 
used to take for granted but did 
not find the need to mention 
them except on intimate or pain- 
ful oceasions, We covered our 
language, as we covered our per- 
song, in decent and convention: 
varments. We were not unaware 
that beneath our clothing we 
were, in Carlyle’s phrase, “fork- 
ed bipeds on two straddling, 
legs” but we felt no impulse to 
reveal our unsightliness 
public. The description of cer- 
tain scenes in our books was as 
restrained as our conduct was 
conventional and something was 
left to the imagination of our 
readers. With the appearance 
of war books of the type of “Al 
Quiet on the Western Front’ 
and “The case of Sergeant Gris- 
cha,” to mention only two, these 
customs were changed. A spade 
was not only cafled a spade but 
was said to be a “ruddy shovel.” 
We do not need to disbelieve 
what these books tell us of in- 
cidents of lust and brutality, of 
horror and hate and wilful 
cruelty; of vice and beastliness 
not only practised but flaunted 



































joyously and gleefully recounted 


Subconsciously we knew jt but 
did not shout it from the hous 
tops and we doubt whether the 
good done by the recital in er 
ing a public conscience i; 
war equals the harm done in 
making youthful and innocent 
readers aware of the deep de- 
gradation into which men can 
sometimes sink, , For these 











things occur in peace as well as 
the 


in war and are no mor 
normal acts of the soldiers, 
were just ordinary people such 
as we and the people we mingle 
with are, than they are the norm- 
al acts of the populace of our 
town’ and cities. 








How much plainness of speech 
on certain subjects is permis- 
sible in a book depends on the 
custom of the time and place in 
which it is published, In, what 
is tritely called, Victorian days 
the books we refer to would have 
been banned’ by the censor and 
condemned by public opinion, In 
days further back, the time of 
the Georges or of the Kestora- 
tion, they might have been read 
aloud in drawing-rooms and o¢- 
casioned no adverse comment. 
But this simply proves that those 
days were coarser than these; 
that the tiger and the ape in us 
had been more effectually curbed 
and bitted than in the days of 
our ancestors. Something of the 
bloom and refinement of life is 
being sacrificed and asain w 
doubt if what we gain compen- 
sates for what we lose in the pro- 
cese, We are well aware that 
the retort may be made that the 
conventional reticence of speech 
on matters of sex and kindred 
topics is due to prudery and is 
nothing but rank hypocrisy 
These things exist, we are told, 
and we should see life clearly 
and see it whole. But after all 
we do make a choice of the 
things we want to see, We need 
not be hypocrites because we ao 
not choose to go about, like Chi- 
nese beggars, exhibiting our 
sores to the public gaze. There 
is something in the adage that 
one should assume a virtue if he 
has it not. It might possibly be 
that the assumed virtue would, 
like the robe of Nessus, cling to 
us and be a becoming habit for 
us. We can admire the man who 
speaks the truth, the whole truth 
and nothing but the truth but we 
admire him the more if his 
speech is “with grace seasoned 
with salt” as was enjoined by St. 
Paul in his letter to the Colos- 
siang,

merce celebrates its fifteenth 
birthday to-day and, in honour 
of the event, includes a briet 
history of its origin and activi-

iscordant note should be heard, 
but one small complaint we must 
e, namely, that the said his- 
is not’a great deal longer 
and more explicit. As one reads 
over the list of the Chambe: 
activities during the past filteen 
years, which range from im- 
provement of the Shanghai hai 
bour to Anglo-Chinese co-oper.a- 
tion, with excursions into the 
education of British children in 
China and the establishment of 
a mint at Shanghai under such 
guarantees as would have giv 
China a stable currency 
especially when we come to the 
short record of special problems 
which have exercised successive 
chairmen of the Chamber, the 
prolife number of questions 
ising out of the war; the inte 
minable wrangling with the C 
toms’ authorities over Tarilf 
Rule One; the Lincheng outrage 
and the ‘earthquake in Japan, 






































with all the dramatic circum: 
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stances which surrounded them; 
and finally the coming of the 
British expeditionary force and 
the many anxieties of the past: 
three sears attendant on what 
the “Journal” cuphemistically: 
describes as “the transition from 
chaos to a semblance of order” 
when we glance over such & 
Tist of events, we may well feel 
that a volume containing a full 
record of all the history in the 
Chamber's possession would in- 
deed be one of rare interest. 

Looking back to the now. al- 
most legendary days before the 
War, one remembers with faint 
surprise, as an indication of the 
haleyon tranquillity of those re~ 
‘mote ages, that the formation of 
‘a British Chamber of Comnterce 
was more than once mooted and 
invariably turned down on the| 
ground that the Shanghai Gen- 
eral Chamber of Commerce did 
all that was necessary, But the 
‘coming of the War soon brought 
perception of the distinct limita 
tions on the General Chamber. 
It is interesting to note that at 
a. meeting of leading British 
piecegoods merchants held at the 
British Consulate on May 13, 
4915,—the germ from which the 
Chamber itself ‘was born—the 
first object of the conference 
‘as to consider how best the 
protection of British interests 
could be effected and ‘trading 
with the enemy’ prevented”, A 
week later “a very large and re- 
presentative meeting of business 
men was held” and the formation 
of a British Chamber of Com- 
merce resolved upon. ‘True to) 
the purpose of May 13 the Cham 
Ber in due course produced a 
white, a black, and what migh 
be called a grey list of traders 
of other nationalities, ‘These re- 
cords can now be read without 
rancour, ‘They were a part of 
the times,—a necessary and uss- 
ful part.” But very soon the 
Chamber began to branch out 
in other directions. ‘Thus “it 
‘gave to China the first transl 
tion of the British Pharmaco- 
paia’, the accuracy and value of 
which’ has been fully acknow- 
Tedged by all Chinese scientific 
mon, It was the first to recognize 
‘the necessity for proficiency in 
Chinese and its Language School, 
founded in 1915, has always set 
a very high standard, to. the 
utility. of which many ean now 
pay tribute. The Chamber is 
also the recognized medium 
through which British subjects 
in search of employment can in- 
quire for possible posts, with 
generally good success. And its 
‘rade Inquiry Department, and 
compilation of statistics not ob-| 
tainable anywhore else, has made 
its name known all over the 
world.” 

‘Just as the foreign merchant 
in China can never affore to dis- 
rogard the course of Chinese 
political events, so it was inovit- 
fable that political issues should 
continually force themselves in:o 
the consideration of the British 
Chamber of Commerce. But says 
the “Journal,” 
auch must be stated: the 
British Chamber of Commerce, 
Shanghai, has tried exceedingly 
hhatd not to involve itself in politie- 
al issues except when absolutely 
necessary for the protection of 
trade, and it has been extraordin- 
arily successful, In the minds of 
inany Chinese, however, it may be 
sat the Chamber has 
‘airs that in no way 
concern it. The contrary is the 
truth. Tt "has assisted both 
Government and the merchants in 
many ways; its sub-committees, 
cooperating with the Chinese 
merchants, made a gallant en-

Li 
Su-fang and Hwang Euw-ling, the 
attorneys of Kao Ying and Iu 
Chen, the attorney of Sung Huan 
all made their appearanes in time. 

Mr, Kao and Mrs. Kao and Sung

High Court for the reversal of the 
judgment rendered by the Nanking. 
Giatriet court had already been 
mentioned, it was needless for hi 
to repeat them.

‘Two Luxurious Vessels for Trans-Pacific Service of 31,000

‘The Dollar Steamship Company 
hhas Jet contracts for the building. 
lof two new steamships to augment 








their trans-Pacifie service, each 
vessel to be of 31,000 tons displace. 
ment and costing approximately 
$8,000,000, 


‘These vessels, the first of which 
will be available in August, 1931, 
will be the largest steamers ever. 
to dock at-Shanghai according to 
Mr. H. B. Longfellow, Shanghai 
passenger agent for the Dollar 
Steamship Company. 

The new Dollar liners will be 
screw vessels capable of main 
taining a sca speed of 21 knots, 
with a length of 653 feet, an 81- 
foot beam and a depth of ‘52 feet. 
The design calls for a slightly rak- 
fed stem, semi-cruiser stern and 
two stacks. 

Besides luxurious accommodation 
for 220 first class passengers, the 
fnew steamers will feature facilities 
{for 135 special class passengers as 
‘well as carrying approximately 800 
tecrage passengers. An open-air 
‘swimming pool, gymnasium, and 
children’s play room will be situated 
‘on the boat deck as well as a num-

The police party from Lowa 
Station, only a short distance away, 
arrived within a minute or two after 
receiving the constable's report, and 
such of the crowd as remained were 
‘moved on. The wounded man was 
found lying in Peking Road, near 
the corner of Kweichow Road, and 
he was immediately placed in the 
ambulance and rushed to the Police 
Hospital, where he was pronounced 
dead.

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JURY TRIAL IN 


HIGHER COURT 


Application of New Law for Trial of Counter-Revolutionaries: 


Jury to be Composed of 


‘A new procedure for the trial of 
‘a number of alleged communists in| 
Which the. jury system should be! 
alopted, was pointed out by the 
Procurator of the Higher Court of 
the Shanghai Special District Court 
yesterday, It should be enforced| 
following the promulgation of a Taw 
by the National Government which 
approved of trial by jury in eounter- 
Tevolutionary cases.” This new Jave 
‘was promulgated in August 1829 and 
revised on December 31,1929. 

‘The Procurator, Judge’ Wong, ad- 
Journed several | eases in which 
Alleged communists were charged, 
including one in which three persons 
concerned with: the Peking ‘Theatre 
affair in which a man was shot, 
Appeared on remand, and sald thal 
ihe would inquire as'to whether the 
jury system should be used at the 
next hearing. 

‘According to the mew law the 
procedure Will be on very much the 
Same lines as that of an Anglo- 
Saxon jury trial, but the jurors will 
be persons selected from the Kuo- 
mintang in the distriet in whieh the 
eases occurred, The jury is to be 
composed of six persons. 

Extracts from the revised pro- 
visional aet governing the jury trial 
in. counter-revolutionary. eases are 
quoted 

Article L—Duringe the period of 
the enforcement of the Provisional 
‘Counter-Revolutionary Act, the court, 
in trying counter-revolutionary eases, 
shall, according to the provisions 
of this aet, adopt the jury system.

Parly headquarters in the various 
districts feel dissatisfied with the 
judgment of the Court of First In- 
Mance rendered against counter- 
revolutionary eases, they may, with- 
in the presevibed period of appeal, 
request’ the Procurator to. file an!

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INDIA’S INFLUENCE , 
ON CHINA 


Comparatively Little Effect on 
e Her Culture 


Speaking at the Ametican Women's 
Ciubon April 8 Dr. Herbert Chatiey 
pointed out that India differs from 
China in the matters of religion, 
thought, language, education, and 
ancestry. 

Dr. Chatley delivered this address 
a8 a part of his study course on: 
“China and Her Neighbours,” which 
the Literary Department has been| 
‘conducting. 

There is really little influence of 
India on China, he went on to say, 
due to the geographic division be 
tween the two countries. China is 
cut off from India by a huge block: 
of elevated country. . 

In early times it is almost certain| 
that there was a greater difference, 
‘especially in the matter of popula: 
‘tion, than there is now. For at that| 
time a most extraordinary connec- 
tion in language and history existed 
between Hindustan and Europe. 
Hindustan was conquered by the 
Aryans, famous for their sacved and 
heroic literature. ‘The poetry of the| 
Aryans gives an idea of these 
peoples between 2,000 and 1,000 
B.C, and shows that the civilization 
of China at this time was much in| 
‘advance of that of Hindustan, It 
is certain that fundamentally Hi 
dustani furnished Europe with one 
source of their language. 

The peoples which inhabited the 
southern part of India, Dy. Chatley| 
went on to point out, in 2,000 By 
were associated culturally,’ and per. 
aps by blood, with the Europeans, 


‘Dr. Chatley then continued with| 
‘A comparative discussion ‘of the re-| 
































Higions of India and China, Byah- 
manism, which developed ‘in Hin- 
dustan,” he said, had little to do 


beyond fulfilling sacred rites, al 
though India has become noted ‘as a| 
Seat of contemplation. Strangely 
enough, no group of peopl 
attained a greater reputation for 
meditation than those in India, 

On the other hand, the essential 
principle of Buddhism is that of 
extinguishing self-desive, Buddha 
was born in 500 B.C, the son of 
ruler in a small state in Hin- 
dustan, When very young he left 
jome to meditate in'a forest. 1H 

Id not accept any of Brahman's 
loctrines, which included ancestry 
worship and devotional rituals, —Ai- 
though to a certain extent thi 
doctrine included — self-control, 
was not particularly. illun 
For a thousand years 
played a great part i 
though at the present ti 
Wy exists, having been forced out, 
It is particularly noteworthy. that| 
‘the individual, through Buddhism, 
might attain Nirvana through eon:

‘As a result of the 
instinets of the Buddhists, they per-| 
petuated their religion in Burma, 
Ceylon, Mongolia, and certain parts| 
of China, For several years’ Budde| 
Hism was the official religion in| 
great part of China, and also in 
Korea and Japan. This occurred at 
‘the same time as Buddhism wa 
weakening in India. ‘Thix weaken- 
ing was due to the inffuence of} 
Mohammedanism and the Moham- 
medans invaded India in the seventh

Royalty to Two Councils and Option of Purchase: Opposition 
from Subscriber Sharebiolders 4 


‘The terms of the new franchise 
for the local telephone service as 
‘agreed upon by: the Shanghai 
Municipal Council and the French 
‘Municipal Council last_week and 
submitted to the Shanghai Mutual 
‘Telephone Co, have now been 
cirealated to the telephone ad- 
visory committee and the firms 
who are desirous of purchasing the 
Mutual Telephone Co, for the con- 
sideration of all parties.

Ce: Efforts by Authorities 
for Suppression 


Further information has been 
given in the Chinese papers with 
Yeference to tho outrages com- 
mitted by tufei in the distriets| 
surrounding Shanghai. These men| 
are: apparently operating with im-| 
punity in places within 15 miles of| 
Shanghai and efforts onthe part of| 
the: military and civil authorities to 
suppress them have failed, 


Owing to the activities of the 
‘tufei in the Taihu Lake regions and| 
‘the possibility of thoir being bought 
over by Communists and other 
yeadtionaries, who are known to be 
taking advantage of the war situa- 
tion to create trouble, Gen. Hsiung] 
Hsion Hsi-hus, the Shangh 
Woosung Gendarmerie Com 
‘er; has ‘received orders from the| 
National Government to warn Gen.| 
‘Ww Chu-yu, his brigadier general at) 
Svochow, who has been appointed 
concurrent Bandit Suppression Com- 
missioner, to take special precautions 
against uprisings, especially between| 
now and May 1. 

Pirates operating around the 
Yangtze entrance have created such 
havoe among the people of Nantung- 
chow, Chihtung-hsien and. Tsun 
ming Islands during the past months 
says the Vernacular press, that the 
Jatter have been unable to bear it} 
any longer. ‘They have decided to 
construct two gunboats to fight the

JAPAN’S PROGRESS 


Her Rapid Rise Due to Capable Leadership, Patiezce, and 
the Sense of Self-Preservation 


|A striking lecture on the progress | paid sts 


of Japan was delivered at the Y's 
‘Men's Club on April 11 by Professor 
K. &. Inui, Professor Inui has been| 
professorial lecturer at the Univer- 
sity of Southern California and 
‘Tokyo University of Commerce; and 
was recently Commissioner in charge 
of the International Section of the 
League of Nations Association of, 
Japan, 

In addressing the meeting Pro- 
fessor Ini 

‘The world wonders at the progress} 
that Japan has made within the 
ast half or three-quarters of a cen- 
tury—a nation which 60 years ago| 
‘was unknown, yet to-day she is 
‘one of the foremost factors in the 
affairs of the world, Being unable 
to analyze this phenomenal advance, 
there are some people, particularly 

the West, who have resorted to 
‘this explanation—that Japan is my- 
sterious, Even such students and 
devotees of Japan and things Japan- 
ese as Lafendio Hearn and Mathew 
‘Arnold have utterly failed to throw 
much light on this subject. With- 
‘out being dogmatic or presumptuous 
it is my object simply to point out 
some of the chief reasons for this 
unprecedented development of this 
nation, r 

Tn so doing, however, let us keep. 
in mind that the law of evolution 
is universal. Japan too has gone 




















through the same general periods 
in growth as other nations:—The 
Patriarehal-religiouss 


religious 
; iberal; liber 
industrial; and, finally, the ind 
trial-ideal period. Because she was 
not one of the travellers on the 
highway of the early commercial 
intercourse of the world, the Iength 
of time into which those periods 
‘wore divided is somewhat different 
from that of any other nation, Where- 
‘as, for instances Europe had its 
patriarchal and military period in| 
medieval times, in Japan it stretch 
ed to the modern ‘period, at least 
in form, although already a military- 
ibeval r¥gime, when military clans 
and chieftains usually struggled for| 
Supremacy” and unity, was coming 
to a close by the time of the advent 
of the American Commodore, 

‘The first reason for Japanese pro- 
seross, therefore, may be said to be 
the shortness of the military-liberal 
period which enabled her suddenly 
to emerge into the libeval-industrial 
period. Indeed, Japan is fast ap- 
proaching the industrial-ideal period, | 
‘the period in which society is divect=| 
‘ed by. the public opinion and id 
ism of the masses which are equality} 
‘andl democracy. 
jew it from another angle, 
it is quite a universal experience 
that feudalism terminates only as 
the result of long drawn out strug-| 
gles among military clans and feudal 
Jords, Fortunately, Jagan 
spared the trials of prolonged mili 

iberal_ adjustments. ‘The re- 
storation of the Imperial power was 
brought about practically without} 
any hloodshed. Japan is about the 















































only nation that can boast of 250: 
years of peace and rest, to 
the final opening of her shores to 


the West. Dr. David Starr Jordan 
of Standiford. University often  re- 
peated that the reason why Japan 
‘was successful in the Russo-Japanese 
war was because of this fact, which 
allowed her to store up great _na- 
tional eneray and vitality. during 
these centuries. 

‘The socond reason is a very simple 
cone, It is because Japan is a small 
country. Although she extends from 
northeast to southwest, about 3,000 
miles, there are a very few districts 
Ghat are more than 200 miles. wide 
from shore to shore.

her leaders. Nationalism and 
patriotism, too often take the form.

SHANGHAI MARKET REPORT 


Exports of Produce Hampered by Excess of Supplies in Other] 
Places and Apprehensions Regarding U.S. Tariff 


Apr. 12. 
Comparatively few changes fail to 
be reported in the Shanghai markets 
this week. In the standard articles 
of import little or no improvement 
can be reported, although metals 
show slightly more activity. Sugar 
is quiet, but rice remains strong, 
jand in ‘connection with the import 
lof foodstuffs it is worth mentioning 
that considerable quantities of 
maize, which is at present cheap, 
being imported from Java and 
Macassar. Produce is not so active 
a market as might have been ex- 
ected at this time of the year, and 
silk is almost stagnant. The’ out- 
Jook for the tea season is by no 
means promising. Yarn has been 
generally quiet. 


PIECE GOODS 


No further developments in the 
Piece goods situation fall to be re- 
corded during the week. The small 
rejquirements of the seaboard con- 
‘suming centres are being met, ear- 
go to these places going by steamer, 
Dut when it comes to the question 
of distributing to the interior, goods 
‘are held up owing to the dislocation 
of the railways. Locally, also, the 
market has been quieter this week, 
and as a consequence value here re- 
‘main barely steady. 

It is too soon yet to estimate th: 
‘effect of the new industrial situa- 
tion in Japan brought about by the 
reduction in wages in the Kanegat 
‘mills, While Japanese stocks 
in Shanghai are not heavy, it is pro- 
dable that the combined totals of 
‘Shanghai and Osaka represent a 
very considerable amount, and in 
the circumstances it is as yet_im- 
possible to say what special effects 
‘8 stoppage of production at the mo- 
ment might have,

ja steady buyer, and x few orders 
were also in hand from Ningpo. So| 
far as Greys were concerned, _al-| 
though the bidding was not as’ brisk 
‘as it was last week, there was suff- 
‘cient business between the local and 
Ningpo chops to keep prices pretty, 
steady. Whites continued to be a| 
very disappointing feature of the| 
market, and the only demand seems| 
to consist of a smattering of otders| 
from Tientsin and from Korea for| 
fone or two old favourite chops. The 
River ports are dead, and while deal- 
ers express the view that there may 
be a little business to be done in| 
Hankow itself, shopkeepers in the| 
surrounding country will not buy, 
anything more than their bare re- 

. With the result of such 
an absence of demand, prices are 
inclined to slip away. 


COTTON, YARN, ETC. 
Yarn has shown a slightly im- 

Proved tone during the week, while 

cotton generally has been steady. 

Clearances of yarn and cloth from 
the mills have been fair, but there 
does not seem to have been any spe- 
cial volume of new business booked. 

Speculators are inclined to take) 
up an overbought position on news 
of the strikes in the  Kancgafuchi 
‘mill combine in Japan. 

In their weekly report Messrs. J. 
Spunt & Co. state:— 

‘China Cotton—Another week has.

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PESSIMISM IN THE SILK TRADE OF CHINA 


Unfortunate Results so Far from the Establishment of the! 
Government Testing Department in Shanghai

Reference has recently been made 
these columns to the new re- 
ulations promulgated by the Gov- 
ernment with regard to the com- 
pulsory submission of all raw silk 
exports to the Shanghai Bureau of 

pection and Testing of Commer- 

‘Commodities, which took effect 
on April 1. These regulations have 
een foreed upon the trade with 
‘a disconcerting haste, and buyers 
and sellers alike have been com- 
‘pelled to accept them on pain of 

avings their silk refused exporta- 
tion at the Customs. It is an open 
question whether legislation of this 
sort can benefit any industry as ‘a 
whole, but in this case it appears 
Ghat yet another barrier has been 
thrown across the already preca 
fous path of the silk industry of 
China 

The organization responsible for 
the present contretemps carries the 
imposing title of “The National 
Government of the Republic of 
China, Ministry of Industry Com- 
merce’ & Labour, Shanghai Bureau 
of Inspection and Testinge of Con 
mercial Commodities, Ra 
‘Testing Department.” This Bureau 
last yenr acquired the plant of the 
Shanghai International Testing 
House, a branch of the New York 
Testing House, Ine, The Interna- 
tional Testing House has operated 
for a number of years on. thi 
market, but their Jack of offic 
status ‘proved a handicap to thelr 
‘work, which however was of great 
benefit to the industry in the means 
provided for the settling of disputes 
‘and for the research work carried 
on, 

‘The Bureau's initial step on as- 
suming office was to publish in the 
press an official Government regul 
tion to the effect that all silk ex- 
ports from Shanghai must. be con 
ditioned by the Bureau on and after 
February 1, The short notice given 
rendered the effective carrying out 
of the regulation an_ impossibility, 
and its enforeement was postponed 
until Mareh 1, and again until 
‘April 1, at whieh date it took effect. 

In oder that the publie 
understand the issues involved, itis 
necesvary to explain in more detail 
the requirements of the  Bureai 
The method of ascertaining the 
weight of a valuable cargo such as 

is an important factor of the 
trade, Two bases of weight are 
dealt ‘in, the nett weight and the 
conditioned weight. ‘The nett 
weight is, of course, the actual 
seale-weight of a lot of silk and 
is the basis on which the exporter 
has in the past bought from the 
deaier. ‘The conditioned weight. is 
the theoretical dry weight of the 
Tot plus 11 per ‘cent. the latter 
being the internationally recognized 
normial regain of moisture. Thi 
is the basis on which the consumes 
abroad buys from the exporter. 
Fach consuming market maintains 
its own conditioning house, which 
officially ascertains the conditioned 
weight of every lot of silk imported. 
‘No case exists in which the con- 
tumer has accepted the conditioned 
Weight of the market of — oti 
whether official or otherwise, 

It will be seen by this method 
that the consumer is fully protect- 
ed from Toss by the acceptance of 
wet silk, and that the exporter is 
Jeft to ‘protect himself, which he 
does by private conditioning tests 
Iwfore shipment. This is precisely. 
the method which up to now has 
governed all silk transactiohs 
Shanghai, Tt involves a. certai 
mount of hardship on the exporter 
or his"agent, because of a curious 
‘custom that for losses in condition- 
ng which do not exceed two per 
cent, the dealer cannot be held re- 
sponsible. However, in certain 











































































































grades of silk a gain in weight 
could normally be expected and the 
exporter was sometimes able to

‘The system was far from 
ideal, but has nevertheless been in 
common use for some considerable 
time, 

‘The effect of the new regulation 
that all silk exports would be of 

iatly conditioned and that the con- 
ditioned weight would in future 
govern the buying and selling of 
hilk on this market, thus bringing 
China into Tine with other silk 
markets, scored at first to be of 

















the ing of an old evil. ‘The 
Foreign Silk Exporters Association 
fully supported the Bureau in their 
efforts. Meetings were held and a 
number of difficulties surmounted. 
It became gradually evident, how- 
ever, that subterranean forces were 
at work, First one class of silk 
was excluded from the regulation, 
then another, until ‘now there is an 
imposing list of grades that are 
exempt from compulsory condition- 
ing. Upon analysis it is now found 
that all the grades that were habi- 
tually the worst offenders in the 
tendering of wet silk for shipment 
do mot require to be conditioned, 
bu’ are to be sold as before on the 
nett weight and that the grades 
which normally showed a gain in 
weigh are to be conditioned, this 
increasing the basis of purchase to 
more than the nett weight. 

The silk industry of China is at 
the moment in an unhealthy state, 
Internal taxation has beon directly 
responsible for a disturbing in- 
erease in the cost of production, 
which has robbed the filatures of 
any chance of making a profit. The 

idustry should be carefully nursed 
if the present pessimistic tone of the 
trade fs to be changed for the bet- 
ter. It isa matter of some concern 
that there does not exist a. single 
body whose sole purpose is to pro- 
mote and encourage the industry. 
In Japan this important work was 
undertaken by a special govern- 
ment department with the result 
that she now leads the world in the 
iveoduetion of ‘silk. ‘The establi 
rent of this Bureau is the first 
mov the Chinese Government has 
made officially to control the silk 

dustry of China, and in this light 
is necessary to examine closely 
its probable effect on the trade,

The 
very raison dete of the law is 
defeated, and its value as a pall 
tive for’ the evil it is designed to 
combat is exactly nothing. ‘This 
fact is known to and acknowledged 
by these dealers themselves, who 
are compelled to pay a sum to the 
Bureau in liew of conditioning and 
ere glad to do so if by that means 
they may continue to sell on the 
nett weight. This statement will 
Lear emphasis. These dealers have 
in the past sold on the nett weight 
and have thus benefitted by an ex- 
cess of moisture up to two per cent. 
The Government have ostensibly 
stepped “in to put a stop to this 
practice and have stated that, this 
payment must be discontinued. A 
delegation thereupon waited on the 
authorities concerned, with the re- 
sult that the payment is to con- 
tinue. In order to assure that 
there shall be no loss of revenue to 
the Bureau, however, these dealers 
have agreed to pay to the Bureau 
a sum equivalent to the condition 
ing and transport expenses. In 
return, instead of ascertaining the 
conditioned weight, the Bureau will 
ascertain the nett weight only, and 
they desire that this nett weight 
shall be accepted by both bayer and 
seller. 

‘This is ridiculous in the extreme, 
‘as all exporters are perfectly cap- 
able of obtaining their own nett 
weights and have done so with 
perfect. satisfaction to both sides 
since the beginning of the trade. 
The industry is in no way benefited, 
but on the contrary ie is strongly 
felt among exporters that having 
once set out to effect reform on this 
market they should have resisted 
the protests of interested parties. 
If it indeed proved impossible to 
resist these protests, then the re- 
gulation should have been. 
drawn altogether. Tn its present. 
form the result will be inevitable. 

And what of the future? The 
principle of state interference with 
trade is, one that well gives pause 
to the most experienced politician

There is undoubtedly a pressing 
need for some sort of official con- 
trol, and a Bureau may well be 
‘established with power to operate 
towards the above desirable ends. 
If sincere in its motives it will re- 
‘ceive the fullest support from all 
fhonest traders. As things are how. 
ever, x Bureau with apparently 
unlimited power is making itself 
felt and is formulating rules which 
interested parties cause immediate- 
ly to be modified to their own ad- 
‘antage. It is a platitude to say 
that this is no fault of the Bureau 
officials in Shanghai. No doubt 
‘their own motives are impece- 
fable, but they are most 
‘mint officials, are the mere pup- 
pets of vague and distant powers. 
A dagger is thus held at the throat 
Jof the trade that might so easily 
be turned and used with advantage 
elsewhere. 

In these days of growth and ex- 
pansion in China, the decline of| 
the silk industry is a symptom of a 
sore disease.

wrapped for the past three weeks. 
There was, however, the grave 
possibility of the success of the 
negotiations being seriously im- 
paired owing to Mr, MacDonald and 
‘Mr. Stimson transmitting  repre- 
sentations direct to the Japanese 
Government, instead of through Mr. 
Wakatuski, ‘head of the Japanese 
delegation at London, who was fully 
empowered to disetes these ques- 
tions, ‘The Japanese press report 
that the etepresentations  trans- 
mitted direct to Tokyo over the 
heads of the Japanese delegation 
had a virtual threat to the effect 
that, if Japan rejected the Reed- 
Matsudaira compromise, the con- 
ference would be wrecked and she 
Would be held responsible for this. 
Happily, the Japanese public learnt 
of this ‘only at the eleventh hour, 
‘and even so there were ugly portents 
‘of possible repercussions on publ 
‘opinion here that a threat was al- 
ogedly contained in the representa- 
tions of Mr, MacDonald and Mr. 
Stimson to “force Japan's hands.” 
Better yet, the Japanese Govern- 
ment had already made up its mind 
‘as regards its policy, which was to 
‘accept. the compromise in all. its

‘The conditional acceptance of the 
Reed-Matsudaira compromise was 
decided on at a meeting of the 
Cabinet Council yesterday at which 
Admiral Yamanashi, VicouAdmiral 
‘of the Navy, was present. Speaking 
on behalf of the Navy Department, 
‘Admiral Yamanashi expressed 
strong disapproval of the Govern- 
ment’s policy on the ground that it 
endangered the national defence and 
Aeclared that, under the circum-| 
stances, the Navy Department, how- 
ever, being a Government depart- 
sent, had no alternative but to fall 
in line with the Government's 
policy. Political observers here pre- 
dict that, while the conditional ac- 
eeptanee by the Hamaguchi Cal 
of the Reed-Matsudaira compromise 
will undoubtedly clarify the atmos:

very likely to arouse considerable

Certain important. archeological 
discoveries lately made in Honan’ 
province have shed so much new! 
Jight on the early culture of China| 
that we may say, they have pushed| 
ack the historie past a ° thousand 
years into the realm of legend.

finished, The priming coat should 
effectually seal the surface, prevent- 
ing absorption of following coats, 
and should penetrate sufficiently to 
adhere firmly and form a solid 
foundation upon which further coats 
will hold up properly. Sealing and 
peeling will not occur over such a 
primer, providing the surface was 
Properly dry before priming. 

‘The priming coat should be spread 
fevenly and thoroughly so that the 
surface will be perfectly covered. 
This does not mean to drench the 
‘wall, but to give a good coat. 

Remember these rules before 
priming on plaster:—Plaster should 
be smooth and must be evenly 
spread, the greatest care must be 
taken | to avoid free spots or 
“holidays,” and the primer must be 
given time to dry thoroughly. Go 
ack and “spot” any “holidays.” 

In his long experience with walls 
in different parts of China, the 
writer has found many different 
finishes. Some are “hard” and some
